Fleming Declares Renewed Bid for 


Zeldin’s Seat

he race for the East End’s congressional district 

heated up May 3 when the first Democratic 
candidate threw her hat in the ring a year ahead of 
what’s likely to be a closely watched election. 

Suffolk County Legislator Bridget Fleming (D-Noy- 
ac) declared her candidacy for New York's First Con- 
gressional District currently held U.S. Rep. Lee Zeldin 
(R-Shirley), who is poised to forgo seeking a fifth term 
next year as he mounts a bid for the GOP nomination 
in the 2021 New York State gubernatorial race. 

“For too long, our district has been represented by 
someone who cared more about his job than he did 
about those of his constituents,” Fleming said. “It’s 
time we had a representative who went to Washing- 
ton to do the work of the people.” ay 

Fleming, a three-term legislator who has rep- 
resented the South Fork since 2016, previously 
served on the Southampton Town Council and 
as a Suffolk County prosecutor. She placed last 
in 2020’s three-way Democratic primary in the 
race to unseat Zeldin, which challenger Nancy 
Goroff lost. Fleming was flanked by local Democratic 
Party and union leaders who endorsed her latest 
bid. 


“As a tough-as-nails prosecutor, a town council- 
woman, and a county legislator, Bridget has the 
backbone to stand up to both parties in Wash- 
ington to deliver tax relief for our middle class 
communities in Suffolk County,” said Babylon Town 


‘Supervisor and Suffolk County Democratic Com- 


mittee Chair Rich Schaffer. “And she has the rela- 
tionships it’s going to take to make sure we get our 
fair share from the federal government as we advo- 
cate together for a recovery that works for all Long 
Islanders.” 

Chief among the issues she said she'll focus on, if 
elected, is repealing the $10,000 State and Local Tax 
(SALT) deduction cap that all five of Long Island’s 
current congressional representatives have also 
been working to undo. 

Besides local party leaders, Fleming also had the 
endorsement of Local 338 RWDSU/UFCW Presi- 
dent John Durso. 

“The First Congressional District needs a true 
champion in Congress who will focus on the pocket- 
book issues that affect our members and their fami- 
lies,” he said. “That champion is Bridget Fleming.

NY Lifting More COVID-19 Restrictions

ew York, New Jersey and Connecticut will 

lift crowd-capacity restrictions on stores, 
restaurants and gyms starting on May 19, officials 
said. 

Gov. Andrew Cuomo said U.S. Center for Disease 
Control and Prevention guidance such as keeping six 
feet apart will remain in place, except in situations 
where there is proof of vaccination or a negative CO- 


VID-19 test. 

“This is a major reopening of economic and social 
activity,” the governor said. 

Cuomo previously said that offices could in- 


_ crease to 75% capacity, and casinos, gyms and fit- 


ness centers to 50% on May 15. Large stadiums will 
still only move from 25 to 33% capacity on May 19. 
Indoor arenas, such as Nassau Veterans Memo- 
rial Coliseum, will move from 10 to 25% capacity on 
May 19. 


The reopening announcement is the latest of many 
recently, including that New York is lifting its mid- 
night food and beverage service curfew on May 17 
for outdoor dining and May 31 for indoor dining. 

The lifting of capacity restrictions comes as the 
number of people receiving the COVID-19 vaccine 
is increasing, while the COVID-19 infection rate is 
decreasing across the state. Long Island’s COVID-19 
positivity rate is 1.79%, the governor said.

One I Admit I Got Wrong, 
the Other I Do Not

ast Hampton is the most beauti- 
ful village in America. You read 
this In magazines, see it on the inter- 
net, hear it said at cocktail parties. 
Well, it’s a lie. And it’s my fault. In 
the 1950s when my dad and mom first 
brought me out to the Hamptons as 
a teenager, I overheard two wealthy 
dowagers walking along Main Street 
in East Hampton talking about how 
beautiful this place was. 
“You know,” one of them said, “The 
Saturday Evening Post held a contest 
and subsequently declared that East 


Hampton was ‘the most beautiful vil- |

lage in America. 

The Saturday Evening Post was 
one of the most respected publications 
in America at that time. 

“My, my,” the other dowager said. 

I never forgot this conversation, and 
a few years later when I first started 
Dan’s Papers at the age of 20, I wrote 
about this honor. 

East Hampton certainly deserved 
it. From the day I first set foot in this 
place, I was overwhelmed with its 
beauty. The town pond with the swans. 
The wide boulevard of Main Street 
with the giant elms arching over the 
road. The grand beach pavilion at the 
end of Ocean Road. The three magnifi- 
cent 18th and i9th century windmills 
that rose 60 feet in the air on vari- 
ous lawns on Main Street — the Hook 
Mill, the Home Sweet Home Mill, the 
Gardiner’s Mill—this was a peaceful, 
astonishing community like no other I 
had ever seen. It was a far cry from the 
suburb where my parents had raised 
me in New Jersey. There was no com- 
parison. 

For years and years, I repeated this 
statement of East Hampton's great- 
ness in the pages of Dan’s Papers, in 
a guidebook of the Hamptons I wrote, 
as a slogan on a pamphlet about East 
Hampton, and even on a roadmap I 


drew showing where 
everything was in the 
Hamptons. 
Remember, this ‘was 
long before the internet, 
smartphones or Google. 
If something was in 
a newspaper, people 
tended to believe it. . 
And of course, ev- 
erybody else in East 
Hampton was. telling 
everybody about this too. It appeared 
in literature from the Ladies Village 
Improvement Society. It appeared in 
quotes in a brochure published by the 
East Hampton Chamber of Commerce, 
At this point, dear reader, you are 
probably thinking that I was repeating 
this accolade based on pretty flimsy 
information, but, forgive me, I was a 


‘fledgling reporter with no journalistic 


experience running a new newspa- 
per and took it as gospel. If one East 
Hampton dowager was telling this 
loudly to another, well, how could any- 
thing be wrong? ae 

And then one day 10 years later, I got 
a letter in the mail. I did not know the 
person who sent it. I do not remember 
his name. But this was what this per- 
son wrote to me. Just one sentence. 

“I worked at The Saturday Evening 
Post for 30 years and we never pub- 
lished any competition that declared 
East Hampton to be the most beautiful 
village in America.” 

It struck me like a thunderbolt. Of 
course this person had to be wrong. 
Maybe he was out sick on the week that 
came out. 

And so, I embarked upon a quest. I 
would find that article. At the local li- 
brary I learned that there was a library 
in Manhattan almost directly across 
from the New York Public Library 


where back issues of almost every . 


magazine in America were saved. The 
New York Public Library Annex it was 
called. I went there.

The closest I came was, earlier, be- 
ing shown during the card catalogue 
search, an article written in Holi- 
day magazine called “Beautiful East 
Hampton,” which described the adven- 
tures of a young woman who with five 
of her friends had rented a house in 
East Hampton for the summer in 1948. 
But that wasn’t it. 

Well, the misinformation continues 
to this day. I’m sorry. 

Feet ae ae 
6 hee is another story for which I 
took the blame some years ago, 
though in this case, incorrectly. 

Sometime in the 1970s, we locals be- 
gan to use the backroads to avoid the 
traffic jams on the highway. It was said 
we knew these shortcuts, and of course 
we did. It was also said, by us locals, 
that we sure as hell shouldn't be telling 
anything to the summer people about 
these intricate directions. ; 

Because of this, I decided to write 
something naughty on this topic in 
Dan’s Papers.

I headlined the article “The secret 
Back Road Shortcuts in the Hamp- 
tons.”

I wrote the exact same paragraph,

But at 
the end? The same Surf Drive, the cata- 
pult over the sunbathers, the works. 

A week after publishing this, I sat in 
a luncheonette listening to two men 
talk about how Dan Rattiner had given 
away the shortcuts. For the next year, 


_ I got to hear it over and over. Some of 
it was nasty. Nobody apparently was 


reading anything other than the head- 
line. I tried explaining this. Eventually 
Thad to give up. 

It all only ended around 1985 when 
a young woman named Jodi Della Fe- 
mina wrote a guidebook called “Jodi’s . 
Shortcuts,” which gave away the actual 
shortcuts. So then I could say it wasn’t 
my fault, it was hers. 

And life went on.

East End Road Worries Rise Ahead of Summer

raffic. It’s a perennial gripe among 

East End drivers who must en- 
dure the slow vehicular crawl and view 
of endless brake lights before arriving 
at the beach. But this year, it appears 
worse. 

That's because many New York City 
residents fled to the Hamptons and 
North Fork to escape the coronavirus, 
resulting in more year-round resi- 
dents on the roads beyond the normal 


summer peak season—and more ser- 
vice vehicles driving around to cater to 
those added residents. The local rush 
of service vehicles hitting the roads 
after quitting time is so noticeable 
it’s been locally coined as the trade 
parade. 

“We are trying to figure out a way 
to have some more seamless traffic,” 
Southampton Village Mayor Jesse

Department of Public Works. “As any- 
one knows when you're driving from 
East Hampton all the way to western 
Suffolk, you'll be sitting in traffic, es- 


pecially after 4:30.” 


Traffic is not only frustrating. It can 
also mean life or death. Preliminary 
data for 2020 show that more than 


40,000 people died in vehicle crashes 


nationwide, which makes for the larg- 
est year over year percent increase in 
traffic fatalities since 1924, according 
to the National Safety Council. Vehicle 


maintenance—especially _ regarding 
fluid checks, belt examinations, tire 
pressure and battery service—after 
long periods of no driving is critical to 
safety, warns the American Automo- 
bile Association. 

Many people globally are still work- 
ing from home, but weekend driving 
patterns show motorists are leav- 
ing the house more frequently, with 
weekend congestion in numerous cit- 
ies surpassing 2019 levels for the first 
time since the pandemic started. In 
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the United States, the world’s largest 
economy, gasoline demand is at 9.1 
million barrels per day, highest since 
last August, according to U.S. EIA 
figures. The country accounts for 
31% of global passenger vehicle road 
fuel demand, according to Rystad 
Energy. With more than one-quarter 
of the population fully vaccinated, 
Americans are getting out more. 

With pent-up demand for fami- 
lies looking to go on vacation after a 
year of being cooped up in the house 
amid a historic global pandemic, re- 
sort communities such as the Twin 
Forks are bracing for a comeback 
tourism season. Besides vehicle 
maintenance and traffic studies, 
road repairs can at least make the 
roads less dangerous. 

New York State Assemblyman Fred 
Thiele (I-Sag Harbor) recently noted 
that the state Department of Trans- 
portation is preparing to resurface 
a five-mile stretch of Route 27 from 
Montauk Point to downtown Montauk 
and upgrade sidewalk curb ramps to 
meet Americans with Disabilities Act 
(ADA) requirements starting later 
this year. 

“J have long advocated for this re- 
surfacing project that will enhance 
the safety and mobility of all travel- 
ers, and look forward to its comple- 
tion,” he said. 

Sometimes dealing with the traf- 
fic on the East End can feel like a 
game of whack-a-mole. 

“I get concerned that whenever 
we do something to prohibit move- 
ments on one road, they end up on 
another road,” Southampton Town 
' Supervisor Jay Schneiderman said 
during a recent board meeting in 
which residents complained about 
large commercial trucks cutting 
through side streets to avoid traf- 
fic—violating weight limits on local 
roads in the process. “The answers 
aren't.always so clear.” 

He too noted this time of year is 
especially troublesome. 

“County Road 39 doesn’t move 
that fast with all of the lights,” he 
said. “The demand for commercial 
vehicles, particularly as we run up 
to Memorial Day, is always tremen- 
dous this time of year. It’s always 
really bad.” 

Residents urged the town to have 
local police enforce the ban on over- 
weight trucks on certain roads to al- 
leviate some of the safety concerns, 
calling it a “quality of life issue.” 

Of course, complaints about traf-

fic on Twin Forks roads date back de- 
cades. 

“Somebody once said you could pa- 
per all of city hall with the amount of 
traffic management plans we have in 
there, but I don’t think any of them 
have solved it yet,” Sag Harbor Mayor 
Kathleen Mulcahy previously told 


Dan’s Papers. “We need to try to get 
one that is solvable, that we can start 
doing, and it’s a little chicken-and-egg 
because we don’t have the budget, so 
we have to look at revenue like paid 
parking or things like that to be able to 
get the budget a little bit bigger. We'll 
see how the summer works. We will 


make some money, and we'll see what 
makes sense. Then we'll at least be 
able to use it as seed money for some 
studies.” 

What can East End drivers do un- 
til a solution is found? Hurry up and 
wait.

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North Fork’s 
CAST Poised 


to Purchase Former 
Southold Church

he Community Action Southold Town, Inc., a 

North Fork nonprofit currently based in Green- 
port, announced plans earlier this week to purchase 
a former church that already has a history of being 
used as a community building. 

CAST, as it is known, has been serving low-income 
members of the North Fork community since 1965 
by offering programs and services, such as a food 
pantry, computer classes and an early childhood lit- 
eracy program. The nonprofit organization will now 
have a permanent home at 53930 Route 25 in the 
heart of Southold. 

“After searching for an appropriate home for 
CAST for many years, this property is a dream real- 
ized, providing all we need to serve the North Fork 
community while also offering cultural and arts op- 
portunities for all to enjoy,” Marc Sokol, the CAST 
board president, said in a statement. 

The 1.2-acre property, which also holds a two- 
story house, the former church parsonage, is in con- 
tract for $2.8 million, according to Cathy Demeroto, 
the executive director. 

It went on the market in January for $3.395 
million with Douglas Sabo of Nest Seekers 
International. 

We hear Bridget Elkin of Compass represented 
CAST pro bono, having her commission go toward 
the purchase price of the property. 

CAST hopes to close by September. 

The main building, a 9,052-square-foot space with 
a steeple, was once the home of the Southold Meth- 
odist Church and later became the Southold Opera 
House, which was purchased in 2015 for $1.025 mil- 
lion. Though the building dates to the late 1700s and 
underwent updates over the years, it was “the exten- 
sive renovation and preservation work that Southold 
Opera did to the building (that has allowed) it to live 
on for years to come,” Sabo says. “It’s an incredibly 
unique space, and I am so happy to see it will con- 
tinue to be a part of the Southold community.” 

According to the statement, it has enough space 


for all of the essential programs and services CAST 
offers, along with parking. 

The former house of worship was described in the 
Nest Seekers listing as having two levels. “A grand 
auditorium” upstairs with street access and “soaring 
stained-glass windows, a cathedral ceiling, a beauti- 
ful stage and room for up to 220 people.” Then there 
is “an elegant ballroom” big enough for 100 people 
“with glittering chandeliers and grand arched win- 
dows.” The main building also has a kitchen with its 
own entrance. 

Downstairs, the building holds a dance studio 
with a waiting room, a dressing room and separate 
access to the 30-spot parking lot, plus a library, stor- 
age, two bathrooms and even a space for a potential 
apartment, the listing said. 

The former parsonage, to the east of the church, 
has been renovated and. offers 2,193 square feet of 
space with three bedrooms, four full bathrooms and 
one-half bath. 

“The North Fork is 
growing and changing, 
and CAST is growing 
and changing with it,” 
Demeroto said. “Our 
purchase of the former 
Southold Opera House 
represents the next 
phase of our develop- 
ment, providing us with 
enough space to effec- 
tively meet the commu- 
nity’s growing needs.” 

In the announce- 
ment, CAST announced 
their new space would 
be able to hold “a larger 
food pantry and sharing 
room for clothing and 
household items, room 
for essential education 
programs for both chil- 
dren and adults, private 


meeting/interview spaces, a teaching kitchen for 
culinary and hospitality training and a community 
garden to grow fresh food.” 

“We look forward to finally opening our doors as 
the CAST Community Resource Center, continuing 
to work with our partners, friends and clients, while 
also meeting and serving new neighbors,” Demeroto 
said. “Even our name will take on new meaning as 
CAST will transition to become the Center for Advo- 
cacy, Support and Transformation.” 

This is not the first property, or former church 
for that matter, that CAST has tried to buy. In Au- 
gust 2020,the nonprofit abandoned its plans after 
it thought it found a new home at the Greenport 
United Methodist Church, but was met with strong 
resistance from neighbors. 

Last August, CAST hoped to move from its small 
headquarters on Front Street in Greenport to the 
former Greenport United Methodist Church around 
the corner on Main Street in the village.

years old. She and my 
father (Broadway and

were separated and living on opposite 
coasts but still very good friends, and 
Mom had the idea that if we wrote a 
story together, perhaps my father, 
who is also an illustrator, could illus- 
trate it. And my mother would have it 
bound for me as a sort of memento of 
our togetherness and our family, even 
though they were divorced.” 

Some 30 years later, the mother- 
daughter duo was writing children’s 
books together, and their editor asked 
if they had any other ideas, and they 
remembered Simeon’s Gift. The editor 
suggested they revisit it from an adult 
perspective, and they did. 


“Simeon is a humble man who loves 
a lady of noble birth. He really wants 
to better himself to be worthy of her 
hand,” says Andrews. “So he journeys 
up the river, which has its own musi- 
cal sound, and everyone he sees and 
meets gives him the beginning of an 
education in music.” 

The authors are thrilled with their 
illustrator, the children’s illustrator 
and painter Gennady Spirin. 

“He had no idea who Mom was,” says 
Walton Hamilton, “But he responded 
to the story because it’s a story about 
art and the making of art in a musical 
form, and he identified and agreed to 
do it.” 

The Zoom event is a virtual throw- 
back for Walton Hamilton, who, along 
with her husband, Stephen Hamilton, 
and Sybil Christopher, co-founded 
Bay Street Theater 30 years ago. It was 
certainly a joyful challenge. 

“Right up until the last minute in 
rehearsal for our first production, Joe 
Pintauro’s Men’s Lives, we didn’t have 
seats in the theater and didn’t know 
where we would get them, honestly,” 
says Walton Hamilton. “And then 
a welder who overheard us talking 
about the seats said ‘Oh, my cousin in

Tenafly, New York has a whole ware- 
house of seats—you want em?” 

In a way, Simeon’s Gift, born when 
Walton Hamilton was 5, has been the 
gift that keeps giving, having been 
presented and developed as a musi- 
cal for the stage that premiered at Bay 
Street in 2007. It then “went on to a 
life in the symphony with Mom nar- 
rating with beautiful classical singers 
and an 88-piece orchestra.” 

When Andrews and Walton Ham- 
ilton tell the story on the Storytime 
Zoom, it will be another throwback. 

“I always read to my children,” re- 
calls Andrews, “at nighttime, bedtime, 
always with a story—books were ev- 
erywhere, as they are now in Emma’s 


house. To sit a child on your lap and 


trace the words with your finger 
and comment about the pictures, it 
is the best way to get a child to start 


- reading.”

Disco’s 
Origins

A pee Noel Hankin established his career in 
advertising for multimillion-dollar liquor com- 
panies, he helped in revolutionizing the electrifying 
disco scene in the 1970s. Now a Southampton-resid- 
ing retiree, Hankin looks back at the early days of 
his life as a disco promoter in his first memoir, After 
Dark: Birth of the Disco Dance Party (Leon Niknah 
Publishing Co.). 

The 1970s and ’80s marked a period of high crime 
and perpetual violence in New York City, and at the 
same time, the disco era was taking off. Thousands 
of people—young and old—flocked to renowned clubs 
throughout the city every week to dance, socialize 
and let loose. In his book, Hankin details the history 
of disco, including early discotheques in France dur- 
ing World War II. The American disco scene we know 
about today began to take shape in many black and 
LGBTQ underground clubs, and The Best of Friends 
(TBOF) was right in the middle of it all. 

“Tt was the birth of a movement, although we didn’t 
know it at the time,” according to the author. 

Their love for music, dancing and hosting social 
events inspired Hankin and 12 other friends to form 
the TBOF social club where they could combine all 
these interests. TBOF operated several discotheques 
in Manhattan, Queens and Brooklyn. In fact, three of 
their discotheques were the first Black-owned clubs 
in Midtown. The atmosphere TBOF founders created 
in their early events earned them widespread atten- 
tion and an extensive list of loyal patrons. 

Hankin begins his memoir with a flashback from

the group’s first event as TBOF, and then introduces 
the members, a cast of young, talented, sociable mén, 
many of whom met in college. TBOF is described by 
Hankin as more than an enterprise. It was a family, 
and the people they entertained and befriended were 
a part of that family. The way this family successfully 
built and managed their business for over 15 years; 
catering to a diverse group of people whom they all 
treated with respect, is a valuable lesson for entre- 
preneurs across many industries. 

With each chapter comes various memorable 
quotes, and Hankin picks one to highlight in the 
beginning of that chapter. Chapter 18 begins: “Andy 
Warhol was just another guest.” The statement, 
made by TBOF’s former partner and promoter, Har- 
old Dow, accurately sums up the popularity of their 


discotheques where celebrity appearances were 
common. 

What led to this huge success? The author rein- 
forces the benefits of ambition, good work ethic and 
due diligence as a young, Black entrepreneur. His ex- 
periences allowed him to speak knowledgeably about 
the complexities of club ownership, at a time where 
organized city crime was prevalent. 

After Dark: Birth of the Disco Dance Party is an 
inspiring novel, perfect for lovers of music, history 
and pop culture, which takes readers back in time to 
the peak of disco in NYC and a group of friends who 
dreamed big, playing a major role in the movement.

I primarily paint with acrylics. I like the drying 
time, and it just works with the way I work rap- 
idly. In order to achieve a layered effect, I use gel 
medium, which is a glaze for building up color to

Tips for 
Lyme 

Awareness 
Month ~ 


emorial Day weekend is just weeks away and 

while we prepare for summer, it’s also time 

to prepare for ticks and Lyme Disease Awareness 
Month! We're sure youre dying to get outdoors after 
spending the last year cooped up in your house, but 
scientists are predicting that it will be a bad year for 
ticks. Scientists use acorns to estimate the size of a 
year’s given tick population and an annual survey 
conducted by the Cary Institute of Ecosystem Stud- 
ies in Millbrook, New York showed a large 2020 crop. 
Acorns are food for mice, which ticks love to feed on, 
so more acorns equals more mice equals more ticks. 
If you're still not concerned, nearly half of the 
2,000 deer ticks collected in a recent scientific study 


were infected with Lyme diseases. Something even _ 


scarier, 13% carried the pathogen which causes 
life threatening babesiosis, 9% Anaplasmosis, 2% 
Borrelia miyamotoi and 1% Powassan encephalitis 
which took the life of a New York State man two 
years ago. 

Studies show that 20-50% of the ticks on the 
East End are infected with Lyme disease and 70% of 
people diagnosed are bitten in their own yard. Brian 
Kelly, owner of East End Tick & Mosquito Control, 
put some tips together to help keep you and your 
family safe this season and to help limit the risk of 
contracting a tick-related illness. 

1) Have your property sprayed for ticks monthly 
between the months of April through November to 
control ticks on your property. 

2) Tick encounters are happening just about ev- 
erywhere! Always use a repellent when going out- 
doors and ALWAYS check yourself afterwards. Pro 
tip: Have someone else check your back and areas 
you can’t see! 

3) Teach your kids about the Pipe of going into 
the woods and uncharted territory. Get them into 
the routine of checking themselves after being out- 
doors and ALWAYS check them yourselves. 

4) The Tick Borne Disease Resource Center at 
Southampton Hospital offers free tick removal kits. 
Pick one up, learn how to properly remove a tick and 
keep it handy at all times. 

5) Perform tick checks twice a day, once at night 
and then again the following morning. 

6) Tuck your pants into your socks and spray both 
your skin and clothing with repellent before going 
outdoors. 

7) When: coming in from the outdoors, put your 
clothes in the dryer and on a high heat for at least 


"15 minutes. 


In addition to the sfeperacntioned tips, you can 
also help “de-tick” by putting a fence around your 
yard to help limit the amount of animals (like deer) 
that roam onto your property. Keep your grass 
cut short and don’t over-water your plants and 
shrubs. Ticks are attracted to long grass and cool, 
damp areas. 

Haven't done your spring clean-up yet? Elimi- 
nate tick habitats by raking and removing leaves

that have blown into your yard edges and under 
shady vegetation. Keep your pets confined to your 
landscaped lawn and never allow them to enter 
the woods. Use a tick repellent such as Frontline 


on your furry friends, and if you travel with your 


pet, make sure you check them VERY carefully 
afterwards. You also may want to avoid sleeping 


_ with your dogs or cats when ticks are active.

“When I was younger, everything was 
one-dimensional, but I have since be- 
come much more understanding of 
people's social issues. I have more of 
an emotional factor, and I still love to 
help people.” 

He was a founding member of the 
citywide anti-crime unit and boasts 
more than 2,000 arrests of felons, 


which came at the price of being — 


mugged more than 500 times as a 
decoy. Diet] was sent to the hospital 
more than 30 times while he was a po- 
lice officer, after being stabbed, beaten 
or shot at—all in the interest of keep- 
ing New Yorkers safe. 

After a skydiving injury left him 
with a compound fracture in his leg, 
Diet! was put on modified duty. Believ- 
ing that this was the end of the road 
for him in law enforcement, he turned 
in his papers to begin life as a civilian. 

“I was very depressed for about a 
month,” he recalls. “After leaving the 
NYPD, I realized that being a police 
officer was the greatest foundation for 
me to begin a life in security. I love 
being a cop, in the days where New 
Yorkers appreciated hard working po- 
lice officers,” he adds, alluding to the 
anti-police sentiment that discourages 
many from entering the police force. 


Shortly after his retirement, Diet] . 


realized just how much his life inter- 
sected with the film industry. His work 
with the department was profiled by 
award-winning journalist Nick Pileggi 
as a New York magazine cover story 
that documented his work to stop 
rampant violence in the city. It was 
then that Dietl realized that his hard 
work in high-profile arrests had laid 


the foundation for an acting career, in 


addition to his security company. 

“My life touched upon so many 
movies, like the Wolf of Wall Street 
and Goodfellas,” he says, two films 
in which he had supporting roles— 
playing himself, I might add. “I real- 
ized, everyone wants to be around a 
winner.” 

From that point on, he focused on 
networking himself with some of the 
nation’s highest-profile individuals. 
He recalls dinners he shared at his 
table at Rao’s, with everyone from 
Warren Buffet and Bill Gates, to Den- 
zel Washington, Jack Welsh, Ken Lan- 
gone, Bruce Willis, Angelina Jolie and 
Google founder Eric Schmidt. » 

“These are some of the best experi- 
ences, in my ‘little folder of life,” he 
says. 

And while he will always identify 
with the Big Apple, he has found ref- 
uge on the East End, in the Hamptons, 
on the water, where he resides with 
his fiancé, Margo Urban, a former na- 
tional recording star with the Cover 
Girls. There, he is frequently visited 
by his children, grandchildren, family 
and friends. ae 

“I have lived a stressful life,” he says. 
“When I get out here, my whole body 
diffuses. It is really something that 
you can’t describe. There is a beauti- 
ful release out here, the stress level 
diminishes.” 

While he enjoys frequenting local 
restaurants, when asked about his fa- 
vorite places to enjoy a meal, he says: 
“My kitchen is my East End Rao’s.” 

He and Margo have taken up a hobby 
in gardening, in their newly renovated, 
cedar-fenced garden. 

“We have an abundance of veg- 
etables that are remarkable, and we 
love to cook with what we grow,” he 
says. “We spent most of the pandemic 
out here,” he adds, where he enjoys a 
water-view complimented by an infin-

ity pool. 

When asked how he would describe 
the Hamptons in one word, he says: 
“Heaven.” 

“The moon rises over the water— 
just last week we saw an orange moon, 
followed by a pink moon. They are 
just magnificent and are part of the 
reason that, when we are out here, we 
are in heaven.” ae 

Diet] remains active and still runs 
Beau Dietl & Associates, a New York- 
based security agency with offices in 
the city-and Miami for the last four 
decades. For the last 37 years, he has 
been the CEO and chairman of many 
corporations in the security and in- 
vestigation business. His company has 
worked for some of the nation’s largest 
corporations on security and investi- 
gation matters. In 1999, Dietl sold a 
security and technology company for 
more than $200 million. 

He has also recently launched an 
endeavor in cyber security, where he 
is on the cutting-edge of encryption 


technology, Advanced Cyber Security. 
Remaining a frequent staple on some 
of the nation’s leading cable news 
broadcasts, as well as remaining en- 
gaged in acting, his career is far from 
over. : 

“When we get hired, by a corpo- 
ration or a private client, I make 
sure that there is no greater priority 
than the protection of the client and 
the success of the investigation,” he 
says.
